Evidence Discloses His Motive.

Labor unions are trusts just like your 
doctors are trusts, ministers a. trust, 
money a trust, only we call these a»-« 
sociations and corporations, while wa 
style ourselves unions." 
Continuing, he said: 
"We have an abiding faitli in tba 
people for an amicable adjustment of 
differences between labor and capital, 
and truth, that jewel for which our 
great 
economic 
statisticians 
are 
searching, will settle all strikes and 
adjust all differences."

Removals ran only be made by 
the first assistant postmaster general 
lifter the civil service commission has 
been convinced by evidence that the 
good of the service demands it. 
Ap- 


pointments are made by the first as- 
sistant postmaster general from a list 
«Jf names of persons who have passed 
the civil service examination. 
This 
list is furnished him by the civil ser- 
vice commission at his request when 
an appointment is to be made. The 
postmaster has absolutely no discre- 
tion in the matter except that he rec- 
ommends one name from a 
list of 
three. As to removals the only thing 
that he can do or is required to do is 
to report the facts of any violations 
of the rules or inefficiency. When he 
has done this he has done his whole 
duty. 


The mail carrieis are entitled to 15 
days vacation with pay during the 
year and Nickens has exhausted the 
portion due him to date and is ready 
to resume his work. 
As a rule the 
people are willing that he should con- 
tinue in the position. The feeling is 
that the man has been punished suf- 
ficiently for an infraction of the rules 
and that the lesson that he has so 
forcibly learned will serve 
to con- 
stantly remind him of the absolute ne- 
cessity of strict observance of the 
regulations in the future.

Is the Distinctive Feature of Our Con- 


stitution. 


Thoughtful men, the 
world 
over, 


have not been lacking in praise of our 
constitution and system of government. 
As the years go by it becomes more ap- 
parent that the distinctive feature of 
the constitution is its judicial system, 
with thg supreme court at its head. Not 
in the mere fact of a judicial system, 
for courts were a ipart of our Anglo- 
Saxon inheritance. Indeed, long before 
the settlement of this country execu- 
tive, legislative, and judicial depart- 
ments and functions were in existence. 
But the significance is in the powers 
given to tho supreme court, and given 
in a republic formed by a union of 
states, 
which, 
though surrendering 


some of the absolute supremacy of a 
nation, were continued in possession of 
a large amount of independent author- 
ity. 


We call ours a federal system of gov- 


ernment. It is federal because there is 
a nation and states within and a part 
of that nation—a nation supreme in 
national affairs and in foreign rela- 
tions, and j-et poweiless to control the 
purely local interests of the separate 
states. 
We rightfully speak of the re- 


public as a nation possessed in its re- 
lation to the nations of the world of 
all the essential attributes of national- 
ity, yet we know that the nation, that 
congress as the legiflalive body of the 
nation, is impotent to regulate the po- 
lice affairs of the smallest village in 
any state. Over local aifairs the states 
are as supreme as though they were 
not integral parts of the republic. 


This creation of a new nation with 


all the elements of nationality, \\ith 
absolute control over national affairs 
and foreign relations, and yet com- 
posed of states having- a like absolut 
control over the local affairs of th 
communities within their limits, wouK 
in the natuie of things, result hi con 
tioversi.es between this nation and th 
states as to their relative control ii 
many matters. 
That such dispute 


might bo settled peacefully require- 
an independent tribunal, and so th 
constitution 
provided 
the supreme 


court, and to that court were givei 
vast 
powers.—From "The Suprem 


Court of the United States," by Jus

could do to any enemy was to man 
a woman of him.

that a new treaty was made, this time 
with the Indians o£ New York.

Mr. Baer said that he had before 


him a copy of the first constitution 
of the state of Pennsylvania, adopted 
m 1770, and he read from the pre- 
amble the lines refening to tho right 
of the citizen to acquire property and 
his right to have that property pto- 
te< tod. 
The limitations to this con- 


stitution, he said, could be determined 
only by law and not by any self-cre- 
iited code. 
( ontinuing Mr. Haer said: 


"The la?.- allows the workingman of 


today to be the captain of industry 
of tomorrow (choeis) nnd it is this 
th-it has developed the natural power 
of Pennsjlvania and made her the first 
inUustiial state, not only of the United 
States but of the entire world. 


I quote again from the constitution 


that people of the state have the sole 


to regulate the internal policy 


of that state. 
And whether we kno\ 


t or not there is giave danger of tha 
grand old idea of local autonomy bein 


radually taken from us. 
Tha local autonomy of states is a 


fundamental part of American con 
stitutional liberty and it was on tha 
principle that Pennsylvania started he 
career of statehood. 
Through 
the 


war of the secession we were 
no 


willing to surrender it, and we are no 
willing to suirender it now. 
We wil. 


surrender the government of the state 
of Pennsylvania to no one. (cheers.) 


The expeiiments of those who woulc 


have us do otheiwise are in vain, for 
there are constitutional limitations. If 
the masses will not respect these lim- 
itations there is a tribunal, the great- 
est the world ever saw, the supreme 
court of the United States, which will 
see to It that tinkering politicians do 
not override that constitution. 


And when the period of momentary 


excitement has pasaed away 
there 


u ill be no danger of an amendment 
of the constitution by men who do not 
understand the fundamental theories 
of free government. 


Maybe you will ask rne why I have 


spoken as I have tonight. 
I answer 


you that I rlo it because when consti- 
tutional limitations are set aside and 
overlooked It is well to have frequent 
recurrence to the early principles of 
that constitution, BO that we may go 
on preserving the blessings of liberty 
and keep our government free." 


Mr. Baer told tho story of Martin 


Coster, an Austrian subject who had 
declared his intention of becoming an 


American citizen and was then kid- 
naped and taken aboard an Austrian 
ship. 
.no was rescued by commander 


Ingraham on the United Suites ship 
St. Louis, who took his part simply 
on the strength of 
his 
declaration 


that he was going to become an Amer- 
ican citizen. 
Then Mr. Baer said: 


"But today we have the spectacle of 


citizens born right in mis 
country 


not being protected in their right to 
work, the very smallest of the natur- 
al rights for the protection of which 
the government was founded. 


The whole power of our government 


must be brought to protect the man 
who wants to work and to strike down 
any and every hand that would op- 
press him. 
This Is still the great 


•epublic, and I will never despair or 
believe that it will be anything else. 


The scene which followed when Mr. 


3aer sat down Is beyond description. 
Men shoutf/1 and waved their napkins 
n the air, and a dozen jumped on 
:hairs in their enthusiasm.

vere shouts for more along the same 
ine from Mr. Baer, but he shook his 
head and declined to speak further.

Every genuine gouimet wept, says 
e Pans Figario, every true hearted 
hef dropped a tear over his sauce- 
pans, to hear that on a window of 
the Maison Doree a piece of paper had 
been pasted up with the fatal words, 
written in a trembling hand: 
"Le 


restaurant est ferme." One more fam- 
ous culinary shrine has gone the way 
of Bignon's and Tortoni's. 
its fate 


has been a shade less tragic than that 
of Brebant's. 
It has closed forever, 


but it remained worthy of its past to 
the end. 
Brebant's became a beer 


shop. 
Now the Cafe Anglais and 


Voisin's are tho only restaurants of 
the old school left in Paris. 
Pail- 


lard's hag started afternoon teas. The 
Maison Doree has chosen to disappear 
rather than to sacrifice an iota to mod- 
ernity. 


It is a melancholy pilgrimage now 


to the overgilded house, a building 
decorated with a complete measure of 
the bad taste of the '40s' but the one 
in which the fine art of cookery, the 
only art any one cared about in the 
place, was cultivated with 
religious 


care. 
The frontage, quite dark, with 


riot even the light of a candle shining 
through the blinds breaks with » blank 
gnp the brilliant line of the Boulevard 
rtfs Ilaliena. 
Round the corner, in the 


Rue LafTltc, the porter Hits in total 
obscuiity behind the glass door, at the 
foot of the famous and fateful stair- 
case, down which the eleventh duke 
or Hamilton, having dined till 4 in the 
morning, fell forty years ago, mortally 
wounding himself. 
Through the dark 


and silent rooms of the ground floor 
you grope your way, stumbling against 
the tables where three generations of 
epicures dined, to the 
small 
inner 


office, where Verdier, tne third of the 
dynasty of the Maison 
Doree, 
sits 


adding up his accounts for the last 
time. 
Melancholy accounts they are. 


M. Verdier, grandson, of the' founder 
of the Maison Doree, looks up sadly 
from h!B pathetic 
occupation 
and 


guesses at once that the caller ha»i 


come on an en and of condolence. 


"Yes, the Maison Doree is no moie. 


Will I start another restauiant? 
I 


may, though I don't feel much like do- 
ing so at present. But whatever I may 
do eventually, the house of my fore- 
fathers is extinct. 
There will never 


be another Maison Doree. 
Why has 


H come to this pass? For simple reas- 
ons. Six years ago the struggle began. 
From then till the other day I ..ad 
hoped against hope ana fought reso- 
lutely against adverse fate and the de- 
generacy of the times. 
Now I have 


given it up. 
The lease of this house, 


which my grandfatther fiisL rented in 
1862, fell in, and the landlord cold me 
that he intended charging me in futur~ 
£2,000 a year. 
That was the last 


straw. 
Having determined to forsake 


the battle, I tried to find some one to 
carry it on again as my successor. 
I 


found no one plucky enough to suc- 
ceed me. 
So Maison Doree is now no 


more. 
Better that than that it should 


live unworthily of its past. 
Noblesse 


oblige. 
Casimir, whom all the world 


knows, has been here for exacuy forty 
years, and chef for over a generation 
i'or many years he has been my part- 
ner. 
He is now G2—the age of the 


Maison Doree. 
fie has never de- 


meaned himself to cook any but per- 
fect dishes. 
Fancy a prima donna 


being reduced at the end of her ca- 
reer to. sing in a Montmarte music 
hall. 
But it is easier to suppose that 


than to imagine my asking an artist 
such as Casirnir to cook cheap food 
at his time of life."
